A prominent Northwest business executive and former Astorian 

_ is in command of the 31st Annual Astoria Regatta, It is 
Edgar W. Smith at the helm of the first Astoria Regatta in 
11 years. 

Admiral Smith is no stranger to Astoria, having been 
the founder and president of the Astoria Flour Mills which 
he built in 1919 and operated until 1929 when it was sold 
to Pillsbury. He built the first unit in 1915 and, in coopera- 
tion with the Port of Astoria, built the present mill in 1919. 

Now the operator of an extensive wheat and cattle ranch 
in the northwest, the 1952 admiral leaves the operation of the 
ranch to his two sons and devotes most of his time to civic 
affairs in Portland and Oregon where he makes his home. 

Born on a wheat farm near Pendleton, Smith is a grad- 
uate of Cornell university. He currently serves as president of 
the Oregon board of higher education which administers the 
seven major state schools of higher learning and he is presi- 

_ dent of the Portland Chamber of Commerce, in which capacity 
"he has the distinction of being one of the few men to hold 
the post for a third consecutive term,
